> Since my post ( yesterday ) about dropping the K1, I've had several 
requests 

for more info on my WB8CAC/AP ( Aero Portable ) setup. Here goes, but 
remember, I've been falling out of perfectly good airplance for about 30 
years... DON'T TRY THIS AT HOME! 


The K1 has the internal battery option which even at full power gives me 
plenty of current for the roughly 2 to 3 minutes of operating time I get. 
The 

> rig sits in a home made nylon carrying bag which is mounted with quick 
release 

> hardware to the chest strap of my parachute harness. The quick release is 
> needed if it should become neccessary to get rid of the rig in the event 
of 

> some sort of line entanglement during parachute deployment.

> On the bottom of the bag is a pocket which the "dangling wire" antenna is 
> stored in until I'm realy to lower it after opening. The antenna wire is 
very 

light enameled wire which is easy to break if I need to get rid of it ina 
hurry. 


A whiterook MK-33 mini-paddle stays in the front of my jumpsuit. After 
lowering the antenna, I unzip the suit, take out the paddle and stick it 
ona 

> velcro pad on top of the rig bag. The "Ear bud" earphone is inserted 
before 

> takeoff so I don't have to take my helment off to mess with it. Both

earphone 

> and paddle connections are with very easy to break enameled wire, also for 
> safety reasons... I may not have time to unplug things if the gear needs 
to be 


> dumped. All of the wires broke away nicely when the rig fell, proving 
that 
> the wires cause no hang up problems.

> I leave the keyer set for about 30 wpm due to short operating times. 
After 
> completing the rig repairs, I plan to make some jumpes opening the 
parachute 
> up around 12,000 ft ( NOT normal procedure ) to get some decent amounts of 
per 
> jump operating time and an easier to live with speed. 
> 
> Future plans also include modifying the dangling antenna with a ping-pong 
ball 
> on the end, rather than a weight. Then I will try to deploy the antenna 
in 
> freefall. The ping pong ball should act as a mini drogue chute and keep 
the 
> antenna extended behind me. Keying will be handled by metal contacts on 
the 
> finger tips of my glove. freefall operating time will only be about a

Gangue, 


Ya know, I like the looks of this new FT-897! I've spent some time 
on the FT897 (Yahoo! group) reviewing the FCC submittal files. I've walked 
thru the packaging scheme and read up on it a bit... 


The FT-897 is roughly the size of a K2, with a "battery bay" on the floor 
of the case - in contrast to the K2's "internal roof-mount battery." 
Yaesu's bay holds up to two 4.8Ah NiMh battery packs (called "A" and "B") 
in a side-by-side slotting scheme. Their charge status can be monitored 
from the front panel, and you can switch from "A" to "B" on the fly so it 
seems. 


Regarding RX current; there have been frightening rumors of "2 Amps" 
floating around the web for some time. Yet, the 897 FCC submittal specs 
show the RX current to be 1Amp... and 500 mA squelch-tight. In plowing thru 
the preliminary user's manual, there are various references to "reducing 
current draw" (eg; turning off the LCD edge-lighting, and keeping the AF 
output down, as it makes up a large portion of the total draw.) 


What's hopeful - yet unclear at this point - is whether the 897 will allow 
the user to turn off "RX features" to further reduce RX current - a la the 


K2. For example, it may be possible to "disable" the DSP, ditto the IPO 
(Intercept Point Optimization), RX pre-amp, and tone-down that hungry AF 
strip w/ the use of headphones. This is purely speculative, as the 
literature is vague at this time, but if Yaesu has designed it right, we 
could be looking at a field-worthy battery-powered 20w rig here. 


Moving on... there's a clever "internal" switching PS, that mounts on and 
under the basic rig. It's unclear from the preliminary docs, but it would 
seem that you'll choose between the PS or the NiMh batteries - I don't see 
both being a possibility based on the photos. Bear in mind that the 100w TX 
requirement is 22 Amps, so the PS would have a theoretical design volume 
approximate to a Samlex 1223 switcher! And when we're discussing switching 
PSs and Yaesu, I believe we can relax and sleep easy on this one. They've 
proven themselves w/ the FT-1000MP internal switcher - years ago - so I'm 
anticipating a xquiet*« ride here ;) 


Per, Bonnie Crystal/KQ6XA - moderator of the HFpack group, the ATU will 
side-mount to the 897. This makes sense, as there's no room left in the 
main box for an ATU that would handle 100w. The QRO latching relays would 
eat up design volume in a rig this small. Check out the guts of the SGC 
ATUs for a gauge. What's noteworthy is Yaesu is xusing* latching relays. 
This is a big step forward, that will reduce the relay coil holding current 
to zero - post-tune -- and save as much as ~ 400mA in standby ATU current 
draw! Even better; it looks like the JA design strategy is moving away from 
the antiquated motor-driven ATUs of yesteryear and is employing an 
LDG/SGC/K2 strategy that will result in a much >broader< tuning impedance 
range. 


And a 0-60 wpm keyer w/ 3 msg memories?! Hey, what's not to like? :) 
'Nuff for now. I need to get hold of a real one & thrash it out...:)

Hello, 


Well Ed and I started hiking on the Appalachian Trail around 15:00 UTC on 
Friday. It was a bright sunny day with wind gust to about 15 mph. Before we 
knew it, we were on top of the mountain. This was about a 450 foot climb up 
a switch back trail. We really surprised our selves on the time we made 
going up. Ed was carrying a 45 lb pack and I was carrying a 60 lb pack. I 
was carrying a lot of water on this trip because we were not too sure of the 
spring condition. 


By 18:15 UTC we arrived at the Leroy Smith Shelter, this was a 5 mile hike 
from Wind Gap, PA. Just to refresh everyone the Appalachian Trail is very 
rocky, better know as Rocksylvania.

After a short rest and having something for lunch we started to make camp.

It rained very hard through out the night. I had my tent inside the shelter 
and I still got wet from the heavy down pours. Then the temperature started 
to drop. I like sleeping in the cooler temperatures, so I did not bring my 
sleeping bag. I was going to be in a tent under a shelter and I had my 
fleece blanket and pull over. Well my toes were cold but I was generally 
warm. Ed was using a sleeping bag inside his tent hammock. Ed also was cold 
and said he could not understand it. Well I made a total of 6 more QSO's on 
40 meters before we made our decision to pack up and hike out the distance. 
With the weather turning colder we decided not to stay over night and hike 
the last 5 miles into Lehigh Gap, PA. We learned along the way from other 
hikers that the last 5 miles into the Lehigh Gap was very brutal due to the 
hard cold winds. We also learned that the weather is going to be much colder 
on Saturday night. Several hikers suggested that we do not try that section 
this time around. So we did decide to abandon the last five miles into 
Lehigh Gap, PA and stop at the Little Gap pass. So we hiked into the town of 
Danielsville, PA. This was about another 1.7 miles down the road to a little 
restaurant. I waited outside while Ed went in to see if we can get a ride 
over to Lehigh Gap. After about 10 minutes, Ed came out with our ride to the 
car. 


We plan on hiking the Little Gap to Lehigh Gap in the next few weeks. But 
we do not intend to take any thing except water on the trip. If you saw what 
we had to climb down into the Little Gap, boulders larger than a person and 
some of the stuff shifts when you stand on it. We know that the Lehigh Gap 
decent is going to be 100% harder, especially with the back packs. 


Thanks to all the stations that made a QSO with us while we were out on the 
trail. Sorry we were not on the air longer but we still have about 190 miles 
to go in PA. 


I 
did hear on the news that there was some snow fall on Saturday night in the 
mountains that we hiking. :-o
